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Pensioner 
died after 
getting 
off a bus 

AN 87-year-old woman died 
after falling as she got off a 
bus that had a defective 
kneeling platform, an 
inquest heard. 

Nancy Willetts suffered a 
head injury in the fall as she 
stepped off the single¬ 
decker, travelling between 
Dudley and Merry Hill shop¬ 
ping centre. 

The inquest at Dudley 
Coroner’s Court heard the 
kneeling platform on the 
bus, lowered to help elderly 
or disabled people board the 
vehicle, was not working. 

Keith Williams, who was 
driving the 243 bus, said he 
had reported the platform 
issue but was told it was 
allowed to run. 

He told Dudley Coroner’s 
Court: “I remember Miss 
Willetts getting on the bus. 
She had a trolley. I offered to 
help her get on but she 
declined.” 

Mr Williams said she 
again refused to be helped as 
she left the bus. He added: 
“She put her trolley on the 
pavement but then she 
stepped on to the back wheel 
of the trolley and fell.” 

Miss Willetts, a retired 
waitress of Apperley Way, 
Halesowen, was left uncon¬ 
scious following the accident 
on July 11 last year. She was 
taken to Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital and died that night. 

A letter from National 
Express to Black Country 
coroner Robin Balmain said 
the company now made sure 
buses without working 
kneeling platforms were not 
used, regardless of their age. 

Mr Balmain recorded a 
verdict of accidental death. 

Death ruled 
an accident 

A VERDICT of accidental 
death was recorded on a 
Stourbridge care worker 
who suffered severe injuries 
after the car she was travel¬ 
ling in hit a wall and a tree. 

Samantha Jennings, 26, 
died in the smash along the 
A449 at Cookley. She was 
not wearing a seatbelt, the 
hearing heard.

CHURCH Will BE 
HUB OF BIG PIAH

AMBITIOUS plans to rejuvenate a church in the heart of 
Cradley including the creation of an open public square 
have been unveiled by leaders. 

It's hoped the project at Providence Methodist Church will help to kick-start the regen¬ 
eration of the town. The church, off Windmill Hill, will be refurbished and a social cafe, 
training kitchen and apartments built as part of a Cradley Community Hub. 

The revamped church will house its existing lunch club, gentle exercise and dance work¬ 
shops as well as a local nursery and space for sports including badminton and aerobics. 
There will be huge glass windows and eye-catching architecture as well as towering win¬ 
dows pouring light into modern community 
rooms.While sculpted walkways leading 
people from the church to an open public 
square have been showcased. 

Church member Hannah Wilkinson- 
Jones said: “A consultation took place last 
summer to identify the needs of the com¬ 
munity and we now have a good idea what 
is needed. 

“The church is very excited about the 
refurbishment. Regular events like the 
lunch club and table top sales are an impor¬ 
tant part of our outreach activities and we 
hope the regeneration project will help to 
meet more of the community’s needs.” 

Factored 

Exact figures on how much the work will 
cost have will not be factored until further 
discussions are held with architects. Resi¬ 
dents and church members were asked 
what facilities they would like to see at the 
revamped church. 

These ideas have helped to shape the new 
designs to be discussed in the coming 
weeks. 

Church members also want to link with 
officials from welfare group Black Country 
Foodbank which supplies vital food and 
clothing to struggling families. It is hoped 
the foodbank would become tenants of the 
neighbouring Orchard Works, a locally- 
listed former Sunday School off Windmill 
Hill. 

The foodbank will use the Orchard 
Works as a distribution point for both food 
and clothing as well as an advice centre and 
training kitchen for people cooking on a 
budget. Work on the building, which could 
also feature social housing, is hoped to get 
underway as soon as possible. 

Dudley Council has already held long¬ 
term ambitions to regenerate Cradley and 
Colley Gate areas. But residents have 
grown restless with the lack of progress. A 
community meeting is due to take place on 
Monday at The Laurels Club, opposite the 
church, to discuss their concerns. 


'Superhuman 
Samaritan'in 
crash drama 

AN almost superhuman Samaritan lifted a 
car off a driver who was trapped underneath 
after the man was thrown from the vehicle 
in a crash. 

Father-of-three Dale Crowley said he did 
not know where the strength had come from 
to lift the car off the driver, who was seri¬ 
ously injured after the vehicle had hit a 
lamppost and a garden wall in Coseley. 

The 33-year-old was the first on the 
scene, along with his partner Lisa Flavell, 
following the early morning crash outside 
his home in Siddons Road. 

The car, a Peugeot 406, had come to a stop 
in the middle of the street. 

A passenger who was in the car escaped 
with only minor injuries but when Mr Crow¬ 
ley rushed outside after hearing a huge bang 
he realised another man was trapped under 
the car. 

“I don’t really know how I did it but I 
could see he was caught underneath the 
engine and I managed to lift the weight off 
him and push the car back around a metre 
or so,” said Mr Crowley, who works in dou¬ 
ble glazing. “I suppose it was just the adren¬ 
aline and the fact I knew I had to help him.” 

Mr Crowley checked the man was still 
breathing and sat talking to him until para¬ 
medics arrived. 

Police, paramedics and firefighters from 
Tipton were all called to the scene following 
the crash at around 1.30am on Saturday.

Rule over 
colour of 
taxi cabs 
will stay 

CONTROVERSIAL rules 
limiting taxi drivers to using 
only white cars are unlikely 
to be changed despite a 
protest bringing streets 
around Dudley to a stand¬ 
still, a senior councillor said. 

Dudley Private Hire and 
Taxi Association is battling 
to persuade Dudley Council 
to rethink its regulations on 
car colour. 

Rush-hour traffic ground 
to a near-halt as cabbies 
staged the go-slow demon¬ 
stration in the town on Mon¬ 
day (15) before a meeting of 
the full council. The associa¬ 
tion lost a vote of Dudley 
Council’s taxi committee 
last month to abolish the 
rule and have threatened 
legal action. 

Members say white cars 
are more expensive and they 
want a second colour to be 
introduced. 

But despite the protest, 
members of the taxi commit¬ 
tee said the matter was 
unlikely to be discussed 
again in the short-term and 
any possible change could be 
years away. 

Committee member 
Councillor Jackie Cotterill 
said: “I don’t believe this 
will come before the commit¬ 
tee again at any time in the 
near future.” 

Chairman of Dudley Pri¬ 
vate Hire and Taxi Associa¬ 
tion Shaz Saleem, said he 
was pleased with the turn¬ 
out at the protest and did not 
apologise for the disruption.

A DUDLEY care assistant who 
was killed when the car she 
was in ploughed into a tree was 
not wearing a seatbelt, an 
inquest heard. 

Samantha Jennings was in 
the front passenger seat of the 
black, Vauxhall, Astra when it 
crashed on the A449 at Cook- 
ley on December 8. 

Worcestershire Coroners 
Court last week heard neither 


the 26-year-old, of Aldridge 
Close, Stourbridge, or two men 
travelling in the car had been 
wearing seatbelts when the car 
crashed. The inquest was told 
Miss Jennings’ boyfriend 
Thomas Whitehouse had been 
driving and their friend Lean- 
der Mock was on the back seat. 

Mr Geraint Williams said no 
alcohol had been found in Mr 
Whitehouse’s blood but 


cannabis was detected. How¬ 
ever, he said it was not known 
when this had been taken. 

Mr Williams said policecould 
not say for certain what had 
happened. Mr Williams said 
tests on the vehicle had 
revealed no mechanical faults 
but had confirmed none of the 
occupants had been wearing 
seatbelts. The inquest heard 
from Mr Mock who said he had 


called Mr Whitehouse and 
Miss Jennings earlier in the 
day and asked them to meet 
him in Stourbridge. Mr Mock 
said he had felt “a bump” 
before the car started to skid. 
He said he had blacked out. 

A statement from Mr White- 
house said he could not 
remember the events of the 
crash.

Teenager Is 
tagged for 
throwing 
post at car 

A TEENAGER was part of a 
group of youths who attacked 
slow-moving cars during 
heavy snow in the Black 
Country, a court was told. 

The 15-year-old from Sed- 
gley was spared being locked 
up with magistrates warning 
him it was his final chance. 
He was one of three teens 
who threw missiles at cars as 
they navigated wintry condi¬ 
tions on Wolverhampton 
Road. 

Dudley Youth Court heard 
how the schoolboy, who can¬ 
not be named for legal rea¬ 
sons, was with friends 
throwing snowballs at vehi¬ 
cles at 10pm on January 17. 

The teen picked up a rock 
and smashed the back win¬ 
dow of a Vauxhall Zafira, a 
few minutes later he and his 
gang launched a fence post at 
a car driven by a woman, the 
court heard. 

The teen and his two 
friends also threw a bin lid at 
another car. 

The schoolboy pleaded 
guilty to three acts of crimi¬ 
nal damage and to assault on 
a 13-year-old boy. Magis¬ 
trates sentenced him to an 
18-month rehabilitation 
order and an 18-month 
supervision requirement. He 
will have to wear a tag with a 
curfew of 7pm to 7am seven 
days a week and was ordered 
to pay £780 compensation. 


school, used an image of a 
teenage boy as his profile 
picture, and adopted text 
speak acronyms to convince 
victims they were in touch 
with a child. 

Heathcock, who police say 
is a prolific Dudley criminal, 
admitted 11 charges, includ¬ 
ing inciting children to 
engage in sexual activity and 
pornography and possessing 
indecent images. 

He asked for six more 
offences to be taken into 
consideration. Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard offi¬ 
cers from West Midlands 
Police’s Public Protection 
Unit had painstakingly 
searched more than 20,000 
messages on his phone and 
uncovered more than 400 
conversations with children. 

Encouraged 

Once Heathcock felt he 
had struck up a relationship, 
his conversations with the 
children became sexual and 
sent indecent images and he 
encouraged the children to 
do the same. 

Police found evidence of 
him exchanging sexually 
explicit images and chat 
with several youngsters 
from across the UK and 
overseas. Five of these girls 
were aged 12 and one was 
just 11. 

Heathcock was jailed for 
18 months, placed on the 
Sex Offender’s Register for 
10 years and banned from 
working with children. 

The investigation began 
when Heathcock, a con¬ 
victed burglar of no fixed 
address, was arrested by an 
off-duty police officer at a 
petrol station. 

He had been wanted for 
recall to prison since Octo¬ 
ber 2011.

Firm gets 
£ 14,000 
bill after 
man falls 

AN iron foundry has been 
landed with a court bill of 
more than £14,000 after a 
worker fell on a platform 
above a conveyor belt con¬ 
taining molten metal. 

Anthony Latham escaped 
with bruising to his shoulder, 
arm and neck during the inci¬ 
dent in Brierley Hill but 
health and safety chiefs said 
he could easily have fallen 
backwards into the molten 
metal stream. 

Brockmoor Foundry Com¬ 
pany Limited of Leys Road, 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
breaching the Health & 
Safety at Work act at Dudley 
Magistrates Court last week 
after failing to carry out risk 
assessments at the factory. 

The firm was charged fol¬ 
lowing the incident in Octo¬ 
ber 2011 when Mr Latham, 
aged 41, of Tipton, fell on a 
platform above a conveyor 
belt containing molten metal 
at 1,400C 

John Glynn, prosecuting 
on behalf of the HSE, said: 
“The incident was entirely 
avoidable.” 

Gary Lews, defending, 
said: “The company has a 
dedicated health and safety 
manager and they take such 
incidents very seriously. 

The firm was fined £10,400 
for the breach and ordered to 
pay £4,000 costs.

Owen had 'proper and careful treatment'

Tragic Owen Jeremy 


SPORTY eight-year-old Owen 
Jeremy died from natural causes - 
despite “proper, careful and appropri¬ 
ate” treatment from hospital staff - 
after an asthma attack, a coroner has 
ruled. 

During the emotional inquest - 
Owen’s mother sobbed and clutched 
his favourite Scooby Doo toy. 

The hearing was told the youngster 
panicked and tore off his mask after 
staff at Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospi¬ 
tal gave him an adrenaline nebuliser 
to boost his intake of air. 

Owen, of Primrose Hill, Wordsley, 


went into respiratory arrest and died 
just after midnight on May 24, having 
been admitted to hospital the previ¬ 
ous afternoon after suffering an 
asthma attack at school. 

Earlier he had been playing football 
at Fairhaven Primary School, Words¬ 
ley, and the day before that he got his 
50m swimming badge. 

Owen’s mother, Rowena, whose job 
with the Met Office includes looking 
at the effect of weather conditions on 
health, said, when they first arrived 
at hospital, Owen was “playful and 
chatty”. But it had been “unbearably 


hot” in the children’s ward, where 
there was only one fan between two 
beds, and her son developed a dry 
cough and was very red. 

“When it was hot or humid he 
would always get very wheezy and at 
home we had a fan heater air cooler to 
keep the house at a normal tempera¬ 
ture,” she said. 

Mrs Jeremy, now of Clock Tower 
View, Wordsley, said Owen’s condition 
changed at about 10pm. “He was very 
scared - he was scared about being in 
hospital, scared he was going to die, 
scared to have a needle put in him.” 


Miss Anna Diamond, representing 
the family, questioned staff closely 
during the five-hour inquest in 
Smethwick about Owen’s treatment, 
including the heat on the ward and 
the decision to give him an adrenaline 
nebuliser after he panicked and 
refused to let a doctor insert an intra¬ 
venous line for medication. 

But Black Country Coroner Mr 
Robin Balmain, recording that 
Owen’s death from acute asthma was 
natural causes, said: “It seems to me 
he has had extremely careful and 
competent treatment.” 



Parents seeking legal advice 
over 'disappointing’ ruling 


THE parents of Owen Jeremy have spoken of 
their “disappointment” at an inquest verdict 
that laid no blame at the door of the hospital 
where he was treated. 

Owen’s parents, Rowena and David Jeremy, are now con¬ 
sidering whether to take legal action over Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital’s treatment of him when he was admitted after 
an asthma attack. ■ by LOlliSe Jew 

Mrs Jeremy, of Clock --- 

Tower View, Wordsley, said, nebulisers of Salbutamol, 


despite a “natural causes” 
verdict in which the coroner 
described Owen’s care as 
being “proper, careful and 
appropriate”, she has been 
told the hospital’s own 
inquiry has ruled the effec¬ 
tiveness of the youngster’s 
treatment with nebulisers 
was not evaluated. 

She said she was told by the 
hospital that an order has 
been issued to staff on the 
children’s ward to make sure 
the effectiveness of nebulis¬ 
ers is evaluated and docu¬ 
mented, as one of the 
“learning points” from the 
tragedy. 

“We are disappointed by 
the inquest verdict and that 
the coroner did not feel there 
was any neglect,” said Mrs 
Jeremy, aged 38, who works 
for the MET Office. 

“We are now working with 
our legal team to see where 
we go from here. Key for us is 
the monitoring of the effec¬ 
tiveness of treatment with 
nebulisers.” The inquest, in 
Smethwick last week, heard 
Owen was given at least four 


used to open up the air pas¬ 
sages in the lungs, before it 
was found to be having little 
effect. 

An attempt by a doctor to 
insert an intravenous line for 
medication failed when 
Owen, who had told his 
mother he was “scared of 
dying”, panicked. 

When staff then gave him a 
nebuliser containing the 
stress hormone adrenaline, 
he ripped off his mask, went 
into respiratory arrest and 
died just after midnight on 
May 24. Owen was the only 
child of 38-year-old Mrs 
Jeremy and her husband, 
aged 41. 

Paula Clark, chief execu¬ 
tive of the Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust, said: 
“Any death of a patient is 
tragic but a child’s death is 
particularly so. We would like 
to take this opportunity once 
again to express our sincere 
condolences to the family of 
Owen Jeremy. A thorough 
review was undertaken and 
the Trust acknowledges the 
coroner’s verdict.”

Vandals shoot at windows

VANDALS have shot holes in a stained glass 
church window installed as a memorial to 
soldiers who died in the Second World War. 

Worshippers at Christ Church, High 
Street, Lye, were devastated to find six 
bullet-shaped holes had been made in the 
ornate window, including one in the arm of 
a soldier depicted on the glass. 

Although the glass is protected by a wire 
mesh to stop bricks, the protection was not 
enough to prevent airgun pellets. 

The window is engraved with the names 
of men from the town who were killed 
during the war. It is believed to have been 
installed in the early 1950s as a lasting 


memorial. Rev Simon Falshaw said every¬ 
one had been very upset by the attack on the 
window but pledged it would be repaired. 

“The window was shot with an airgun 
which has made six or seven holes in the 
glass,” he said. “It is a beautiful window. It 
really is devastating someone would do this. 

“Repairs will be carried out but it may be 
a long process. Most of the costs will be 
covered by insurance but there will be an 
excess to pay of between £500 and £1,000.

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Maternity 
unit set to 
get £41,000 

A MATERNITY unit at 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital will get a £41,000 
revamp to help women 
receive “the best possible 
care” thanks to a Govern¬ 
ment grant. 

Cash will be spent on 
refurbishing the Midwife 
Led Unit (MLU) to create a 
“homely” setting for 
mothers-to be. It is offered 
to pregnant women, who are 
considered low risk, as an 
alternative to home birth.

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I TRIED the BBC’s new social 
class calculator three times, and 
came up with three different 
answers.

Maybe those who came up 
with the questions think that the 
“traditional working class”, when 
not at gigs, spend their time 
hosting their special brand of 
dinner parties. You know, where 
people sit around the table 
quaffing cans of Special Brew 
while watching videos of Jeremy 
Kyle, and discussing the life of a 
shop assistant or a lorry driver. 

But I can’t help think that while 
the survey tells us much about 
the social background of those 
who work at the BBC, it says very 
little about the rest of us.

Inventor David is 


leading the way 



David Daly is enjoying global 
success with a safety device 
that could prevent dog bites as 

WILL ACKERMANN discovers 


AS the co-owner of a park 
cafe, David Daly regularly 
enjoys chatting with dog- 
walkers over a cup of tea. 

Now the entrepreneur from 
Swindon, near Wombourne, is experi¬ 
encing global success with a product 
that could prevent more than one 
million dog bites every year. 

David, who runs the Baggeridge Country 
Park Tea Shop with his wife Julie, is the 
inventor of a range of ‘behaviour sleeves’ 
for the canine market. The ‘Gizapaw’ prod¬ 
ucts attach to harnesses and leads and use 
a colour coding system to indicate a dog’s 
temperament, with green being ‘safe’ and 
red meaning ‘caution’. 

The idea is to stop people, particularly 
children, from petting a dog without 
knowing whether it is safe to do so. 

Chatting 

The former aerospace engineer has 
already sold around 1,600 units at trade 
shows, online and at the Baggeridge 
Country Park shop. 

“It all started about two years ago when 
I was over Baggeridge Country Park with 
my daughters,” says David, aged 42. “They 
went to stroke what appeared to be a 
friendly dog and the next minute it lurched 
at them. Fortunately the owner was pre¬ 
pared for it and pulled the dog back. 

“I got chatting to him and his words 
were, ‘He’s fine with me but doesn’t like 
kids. I could really do with some way of 
warning people’. This got me thinking and 
I went away and came up with several ideas 
to solve this problem, eventually settling 
on the Gizapaw concept due to its simplic¬ 
ity, yet effectiveness.” 

David used strategic support and men¬ 
toring from the Manufacturing Advisory 


Service’s New Product Development 
programme to help him during the 
early-stages of his venture, before 
turning to Wolverhampton-based LS 
Manufacturing for production of the 
animal behaviour sleeves, which are 
reversible and embroidered on both 
sides. 

He has also used exhibitions such as 
Crufts, Interzoo and Winners in Ams¬ 
terdam to generate overseas demand 
from clients in Australia, Canada, 
Germany, Holland, Spain and the US. 

And already he is expanding the busi¬ 
ness into other markets. For example, 
he is looking at creating dog jackets and 
has also launched animal behaviour 
sleeves for the equine market. These 
can be fitted to the horse’s head collar, 


bridle nose band or tail to warn people 
that the animal is either a novice or a 
‘kicker’. 

“Horse owners currently use a 
coloured ribbon plaited into the tail to 
indicate temperament, but only people 
who are used to dealing with horses 
know this,” says David. “Our solution 
makes it easy for everyone to under¬ 
stand.” 

For his dog products, the entrepre¬ 
neur has received a 1,000-strong order 
from Betterware, as well as a letter of 
intent from the RSPCA for 4,500 units 
for its rehoming centres across 
England. The animal charity has also 
agreed to promote the range. 

David believes his products could 
help workers there identify what stage 


of resettlement dogs are at, in turn 
helping to reduce the number of attacks 
and help the organisation negotiate a 
more cost-effective insurance policy. 

“Thirty thousand dogs are taken into 
rehoming centres each year, but you 
don’t really know the true temperament 
of that dog,” he says. “You don’t know 
what it’s gone through. These stray dogs 
have been put out for a reason. This is 
why dog bites are going up. 

“It allows the dog to settle into its new 
environment and it makes people aware. 
Sixty per cent of dog bites are through 
children not doing that.” 

In a further bid to nationally promote 
responsible dog ownership, David has 
also sent a sample to MP Owen Paterson, 
secretary of state for the environment. 
He is also holding discussions to try to get 
his products used by the army, the RAF, 
West Midlands Police and the National 
Association of Security Dog Users. 

“This shows the flexibility of our prod¬ 
ucts, which are patented in the UK,” says 
David. “If the order is large enough, we 
can manufacture in different colours and 
the text can be different to suit the mes¬ 
sages you are trying to get across.”

Thank you for giving your views 


I WISH to thank thousands of your 
readers for taking part in Dudley 
Council's biggest ever consultation. 

We ran the Big Question consulta¬ 
tion on council tax for three months up 
to the end of February and we were 
truly overwhelmed with the response 
from more than 4,500 borough resi¬ 
dents. Compare that to the 26 
responses the previous year! 

The consultation results were fasci¬ 
nating and showed us just over 50 per 
cent of people would be willing to pay 
more council tax to protect key council 
services. 

It did not however, offer us a 


mandate to go to a referendum as in 
total, around 60 per cent of residents 
stated they would not be willing to pay 
more than a two per cent increase in 
council tax. 

This enabled us to make the 
informed decision to freeze council tax 
levels for another year, which we hope 
will help borough residents during 
these continued difficult economic 
times. 

The move to freeze council tax 
ensures our residents, who were 
already paying around £14 per month 
less than the national average, will con¬ 
tinue to pay some of the lowest levels in 


the whole country. Council tax bills are 
now landing on doorsteps and some 
people have asked me why their bill 
appears to have gone up slightly if we 
have frozen council tax levels. 

The freeze relates to the council 
element of the council tax bill. The 
West Midlands Police precept has risen 
by three per cent and the West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service has gone up by 10.4 
per cent which does mean the overall 
bill will go up by around 15p per week 
for a Band D property.

TWO historical pieces of royal 
memorabilia - including a signed 
copy of Earl Spencer’s funeral 
tribute to Princess Diana are 
expected to attract plenty of 
interest when they go under the 
hammer this week. 

The rare hardbound copy of Earl 
Spencer’s eulogy is one of very few to have 
been presented by the man himself to guests 
on the day of the funeral in 1997. 

It will be auctioned off in Wolverhampton 
by Cuttlestones this Friday. 

Also on the auction list is a sheet from 
Queen Victoria’s funeral, which dates back 
to February 2, 1902. 

The single, folded sheet provides details of 
hymns sung during the service and is one of 
few in circulation today. 

Tom Waldron, salesroom manager at Cut¬ 
tlestones, said both lots would be of big 
interest to collectors of royal memorabilia. 

“We’re expecting quite a bit of attention 
for both,” he added. “I’ve never seen the 
Diana funeral eulogy come up before - cer¬ 
tainly not a signed copy. 

“There are a few of these in circulation 
but they’re very limited. The Queen Victoria 
service sheet is equally as rare although 
there’s been quite a bit on repair gone on 
with it.” 

Despite their limited availability the two 
lots are only expected to fetch around £40 or 
£50, but Mr Waldron said the firm was 
erring on the side of caution with its valua¬ 
tions. He said: “It’s hard to gauge how much 
people will bid as there’s a certain type of 
market for royal memorabilia.

New figures 
claim crime 
in Midlands 
fell by I2pc 


RECORDED crime across the West Midlands 
has plummeted by almost 12 per cent over the 
past year despite millions of pounds of 
budget cuts, latest figures claim. 


The force has seen a fall in 
the number of burglary, 
robbery and business crime 
between the beginning of 
April last year and the end of 
last month, compared with 
the same period in the previ¬ 
ous year. 

Senior officers said crime 
levels were now half of what 
they were 10 years ago. 

The annual figures show 
there were almost 23,000 
fewer victims in the region, 
with 170,721 offences last 
year compared to the previ¬ 
ous 12-month period when 
193,542 crimes were com¬ 
mitted. 

That is despite the force 
having to make savings of 
£126 million before 2015. 

Police said the reduction 
marked a drop of 11.7pc. 
They show there were 2,323 
fewer burglaries, 1,803 
fewer robbery victims and 
6,937 fewer crimes against 
businesses. 

Assistant Chief Constable 
Sharon Rowe described the 
crime figures as “promis¬ 
ing” but vowed officers

would work to further drive 
down crime. 

She added: “Policing has 
seen unprecedented changes 
both nationally and locally, 
presenting considerable 
challenges, but we’ve met 
those challenges head-on 
and the latest figures show 
West Midlands Police con¬ 
tinues to perform extremely 
well. 

“We’ve witnessed some 
terrible crimes recently in 
the West Midlands. 

“No-one can overstate the 
devastating impact these 
incidents have on friends 
and family, and we appreci¬ 
ate the concern they spark in 
communities. 

“However, it’s important 
these shocking attacks are 
viewed in context. 

“Crimes involving knives 
are down massively in the 
last decade and are now mer¬ 
cifully rare. 

“It’s easy to read about 
such terrible crimes and 
believe crime is on the up.”

Fizzing fun for Tizer's 
one big happy family 


IT could be a cold job, 
working at the Tizer factory 
in Wednesbury, recalls 
Pearl Goode. 

“To stop the tops from flying off, 
you had to dip the bottles of Tizer 
into a bowl of warm water while you 
put the cap on,” she recalls. 

“In the cold weather we used to 
hold our hands down in the bottle 
for a bit to keep warm.” 

But while it might have got a bit 
parky in the winter, 70-year-old 
Pearl recalls it as one of the happi¬ 
est times of her life. 

“We were like on big happy 
family,” she says. 

Indeed family was very much the 
operative word for Pearl, who went 
to work at the plant around 1960. 

Her mother, her sister, her 
cousin - around a dozen of her rela¬ 
tives worked at the factory in Friar 
Park Road, and she says there used 
to be a real bond. 

“It was the same throughout,

there were lots of families who all 
worked together,” says Pearl, who 
operated the machines on the pro¬ 
duction lines. 

“I think my mum Mary Wilkes 
started work there about 1950, and 
my cousin June Newell was also 
working there when I joined. 

“My uncle Jack Vincent, he was a 
driver, then there was another 
cousin, Geoffrey Tilly.” 

Pearl recently discovered these 
photographs while searching 
through some family belongings. 
Thought to have been taken during 
the 1950s and 1960s, they show a 
happy, contented workforce. 

“They went on a few coach trips, 
and they went to dances at the 
Stewponey Hotel, near Kinver, 
when they wanted a weekend away. 

“There was a great mix of people, 
and we all got on well. There were 
youngsters like me, but there were 
also a lot of older people,” says 


Pearl, who lives in Freeman Road. 
She isn’t in any of the photographs, 
but her mother, cousin and several 
other family members are. 

Her son Rob Goode is hoping that 
other people will get in touch. 

Tizer was founded in 1924 by 
Fred Pickup, of Manchester, and 
was originally known as Pickup’s 
Appetizer. 

As its popularity grew, the name 
was abbreviated to the snappier 
Tizer, and a number of plants began 
to spring up across the UK, includ¬ 
ing the one at Wednesbury. 

In 1972 the company was taken 
over Scottish soft drinks giant A G 
Barr. Production ceased at Friar 
Park years ago, but there is still a 
sales operation on the site. 

Pearl says while she loved her 
time at the plant, she could not 
imagine many of today’s young¬ 
sters would want to work in such an 
environment. 

“It was hard work, and the pay 
wasn’t great, but we had fun.”

Destruction 
warning on 
pet dog in 
park attack 


THE owner of a dog which savagely attacked 
a woman and her pet in front of her young 
daughter has been warned that his dog will be 
destroyed if it happens again. 

Julia Tolley was out walking her English setter with her 


eight-year-old daughter in 
Haden Hill Park, Cradley 
Heath, when she was attack¬ 
ed by a Patterdale terrier. 

The dog, owned by Kim 
Fowkes, inflicted 13 punc¬ 
ture wounds on the victim’s 
hand, leaving her daughter 
traumatised, and also hurt 
the setter, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

The terrier had burst free 
of his harness and muzzle 
after being startled by an 
explosion, the court was 
told. Fowkes, aged 52, of 
Highfield Crescent, Hale¬ 
sowen admitted being the 
owner of a dog dangerously 
out of control. 

Fowkes, who bought the 
dog as a companion for his 
disabled partner, said in a 
statement to police that the 
dog behaved like a puppy 
inside but was a different 
animal once outside. 

Mr Bernard Linnemann, 
prosecuting, told the court 
the dog had a history of 
aggression while outside the 
home and that it had

attacked a pensioner two 
years earlier in a similar 
attack. 

He said: “A dog with this 
history having inadequate 
equipment to control it is 
perhaps not excusable. 

“I think the important 
thing here is the ongoing 
and lasting effects on Mrs 
Tolley and her daughter, not 
the fact that another dog 
was injured.” 

Miss Samantha Powis, 
defending, said on the day of 
the attack, November 17, a 
firework had gone off near 
where Fowkes was. 

The terrier was fright¬ 
ened, broke free of his 
harness and muzzle and 
made off it into the park, 
despite the defendant trying 
to catch him, she said. 

Fowkes was fined £250 
and must pay £500 compen- 
staion, £600 costs and a £15 
surcharge. The dog will be 
placed on a contingent 
destruction order.

Salesman is fined over 
uneeded mobility goods 


A SALESMAN who sold mobility 
equipment to elderly people that 
they did not need was “over-vig¬ 
orous”, a court was told. 

Colin Moore worked on a commission 
basis for Mobility Healthcare UK Limited, 
and its sole director Anjum Khan, Wolver¬ 
hampton Magistrates Court heard. 

The pair tried, unsuccessfully, to sell a 
Halesowen couple, aged 91 and 90, a stairlift 
for £4,550 instead of the £2,400 Stannah Lift 
Services Limited quoted for the same 
product. 

The husband was immobile while his wife 
had arthritis and breast cancer, and poor 
mobility. Mr Robert Marshall, prosecuting 
the pair for Wolverhampton City Council 
trading standards, said they also suffered 
for being ‘trusting’. 

Moore, of Pringle Close, West Bromwich, 
and Khan, of Cubley Road, Hall Green, 
Birmingham, each pleaded guilty to five 
charges of misleading commercial practices. 
Khan also pleaded guilty to five charges on 
behalf of Mobility Healthcare UK Limited, 
Kings Road, Tyseley, Birmingham. 

Mr Gerard Brady, defending Moore, said: 
“He was over-vigorous in his actions.” 

Moore was fined £150 for each of his 
charges and a £15 victim surcharge and 
£388 prosecution costs. Khan was ordered to 
pay £200 on each charge as an individual, 
and £300 on each charge for the business. 

He also ordered Khan as an individual to 
pay £15 victim surcharge and £388 prosecu¬ 
tion costs. As a director of Mobility Health¬ 
care UK Limited, Khan was further ordered 
to pay a £15 victim surcharge, £388 court 
costs and £2,350 compensation.

More paramedics coming 


DOZENS of extra paramedics 
and ambulance technicians 
are being recruited to attend 
999 calls in the West Mid¬ 
lands. 

The region’s ambulance service is 
looking to bolster emergency crews to 
enable more patients to be treated at 
the scene instead of being taken to hos¬ 
pital. 

Bosses are taking on 68 new staff, 
who are trained up to paramedic level. 

They will be boosted by a further 80 
qualified paramedics who have gradu¬ 
ated from university courses along 
with 24 additional ambulance techni¬ 
cians in September, while 21 of the 
ambulance service’s existing staff will 
be trained to technician level. 


The ambulance service has been 
working to steadily increase the 
number of paramedics in its ranks 
since 2009 when a shortfall in numbers 
was identified. This led to the bosses 
having to use private ambulance crews 
to attend calls to help them meet 
national targets. 

Technicians 

But since then, regular recruitment 
drives have been held and by April 
2014 the service is expected to employ 
around 1,274 paramedics and about 
618 technicians. 

Kim Nurse, the service’s executive 
director of workforce and organisa¬ 
tional development, said: “We recog¬ 
nise that to provide excellent patient 
care, it is important to ensure we have 
the right number of appropriately 


qualified staff at all levels within the 
trust. Our workforce plans are there¬ 
fore regularly reviewed and aligned to 
respond to patient demand and serv¬ 
ices provided by our healthcare part¬ 
ners. This review has enabled us to 
create new job opportunities and 
provide training programmes that will 
ensure staff gain skills up to a regis¬ 
tered paramedic qualification. 

“Not only will these new staff be wel¬ 
comed, existing staff who wish to 
develop their careers and gain new 
skills have been encouraged to apply 
for internal training programmes.” 

The ambulance trust was the first in 
the country to move all of its paramedic 
training to universities, which is seen 
as best practice. Meanwhile, lorry 
drivers are being trained in life-saving 
first aid. 


Newly-wed 
her husband 

A MAN was found hanged in his home on 
New Year’s Day only weeks after he was 
married, an inquest has heard. 

Garry John Bartlett, of Warwell Lane, 
Halesowen, was discovered by his wife 
Susan, just hours after they celebrated the 
start of 2013. 

Mrs Bartlett said she had only known her 
husband, aged 38, since March last year and 
the two married on December 3. 

She told Dudley Coroner’s Court: “He was 
a good lad. He was happy-go-lucky and 
didn’t seem depressed to me.” 

The inquest heard Mr Bartlett had previ¬ 
ously been a supervisor at Biffa in Tipton 
but had lost his job due to disciplinary 
matters. Since then he had been unem¬ 
ployed, unable to work due to depression

and anxiety, his wife said. She said the two 
had seen in the new year before going to bed 
just after midnight. Later in the morning 
she had woken up alone and found him with 
an extension lead tied to the bannister and 
around his neck as he sat, lifeless, on the 
stairs. 

The inquest heard Mr Bartlett, previously 
a heroin addict, had drugs in his system 
when a post mortem was performed. Black 
Country coroner Robin Balmain said the 
toxicologist was unable to say what effect 
these may have had on Mr Bartlett’s state of 
mind leading up to his death. He said: “This 
case is a puzzle as to why a husband should 
do this.” A narrative verdict was recorded, 
saying that Mr Bartlett hanged himself 
without suspicious circumstances.

Traders angry at 'being 
kept in dark’ on works

FURIOUS traders in a Dudley 
village claim they were kept in the 
dark about the closer of a main 
road for emergency works. 

Workers have sealed off Zoar Street, Lower 
Gornal to carry out vital repairs after a major 
water main started to leak. 

The closure, between Redhall Road and 
Abbey Road. A diversion route had been set 
up along Redhall Road, Himley Road and Bull 
Street. 

Traders in the village said while they 
understood the closure had to be put in place 
quickly most had been left in the dark over 
what was happening. 

And they are counting the cost of the road 
closure with trade plummeting as motorists 
avoided the village because of the long diver¬ 
sion. 

Abbey Road Butchers owner Russ Pearce 
said he had lost around 25 per cent of his daily 
trade and expected it to be the same while the 
closure was in place. 

“I know this was an emergency and the 
road had to be closed quickly but some notifi¬ 
cation would have been helpful,” he said. 

“One of the workers just coming down and 
explaining the situation would have been 
enough. But there was nothing. 

“I was on my own in the shop so could not 
go up and ask for myself. It really has killed 
trade in the village. 

“It is a very long diversion route with 
drivers having to turn around at the round¬ 
about on the Himley Road to come back down 
and turn right into the village.” 

Dudley Council spokesman Phil Parker 
said signs were usually put up announcing 
road closures well in advance but that had not 
been possible because it was emergency work.

Passengers to pay more 
as Arriva raises its fares

PASSENGERS on Arriva buses in 
the West Midlands are having to 
pay more for their travel as the 
company introduces fare rises. 

Arriva, which runs a number of bus serv¬ 
ices around Wolverhampton and South 
Staffordshire, is putting up selected single 
fares by lOp while the adult local day saver 
is to be increased from £4 to £4.20. 

The National Express Travelcard supple¬ 
ment fare will jump from 50p to 80p. 

However, the firm stressed that most of its 
fares under the latest price review will 
remain frozen. Managing director Alex 
Perry blamed the above-inflation rise on 
soaring costs. 

He said: “No one likes to increase their 
prices especially at such a difficult time but, 
as everyone knows from their domestic bills, 
costs are steadily rising. 

“The latest retail price index showed that 
inflation is currently running at 3.2 per 
cent. But we’ve worked hard behind the 
scenes to ensure that the overall increase in 
our fares will be kept as low as possible.” 

The £1.60 and £2 fares will each rise by 
lOp and the £1.70 fare in Centro areas will 
increase to £1.80, but the other single fares 
and the £3 adult return ticket will remain as 
they are. There are also changes to a limited 
number of child single fares, generally 
increasing by 5p or lOp. The company said 
the Stafford Local Weekly Savers and 
Midland Network Saver Ticket prices would 
be unchanged. Arriva runs 21 routes around 
Wolverhampton through areas including 
Wednesfield, Essington, Perton, Etting- 
shall, Shifnal and Bilston.

Dudley Sailing Club and Dudley Water 
Ski Club are both based at the Netherton 
centre alongside Dudley Dolphin and 
Nautilus Diving clubs. 


Organisers now want to encourage 
more clubs to take advantage of the facil¬ 
ities. 

Around £50,000 in grants from funding 
body Inspired Facilities is helping to pave 
the way for the scheme, with work due to 
start in the next week. 

The main changing rooms building will 
be completely overhauled. 

The centre’s sports development 
officer, Karen Patchett, today said the 
building, which dates back five decades, 
was in need of refurbishment. 

“We hope this work will lead to more 
people coming down and seeing what we 
do and trying out the sports,” she said. 


Home sales are highest 


THE West Midlands remains 
the UK’s housing market 
hotspot, with more homes 
sold this year than anywhere 
else - including London. 

The number of houses sold 
remained at a high level for the third 
month in a row in March as confi¬ 
dence continued to increase in the 
market. 

Chartered surveyors sold 22 
homes on average over the three 
months, level with February and up 
slightly on January. The national 
average was 17 sold in March. 

But pricing was another matter, 
indicating that sellers are taking a 
hit to find buyers. The Royal Institu¬ 


tion of Chartered Surveyors, which 
published the findings, said 21 per 
cent of surveyors nationwide 
reported an increase in prices - the 
highest proportion recorded since 
June 2010. 

Black Country estate agency Paul 
Dubberley & Co says activity levels 
are definitely picking up. 

Viewings 

The firm, which has offices in 
Wednesbury, West Bromwich, Great 
Bridge, Willenhall, Walsall and 
Bilston, said viewings had risen 32 
per cent on the same period last year, 
with sales ahead eight per cent. 

Managing partner Lee Morton 
said: “Pent-up demand has been 


building for quite a while - at some 
point something had to give.” 

Mr Morton said the trend was 
probably also a reflection of mort¬ 
gages becoming more available, con¬ 
tinued low interest rates, and 
lenders being more flexible. 

He added: “I think there is also a 
feeling that house prices are at the 
cheapest they are going to go and the 
next move is likely to be up. 

“People are deciding they had 
better go for it now or risk missing 
out,” he added. 

The number of homes on the 
market in the West Midlands has 
remained stable, meaning little 
fresh stock coming on to the market 
to attract buyers.

Mystery of missing 
glass Churchill panels 



The original glass panels with Churchill in the centre 


ONLY fragments of a famous glass memorial to Winston 
Churchill are believed to still exist - with the main panel 
depicting the wartime leader among those lost, it has been 
revealed. 

The large mosaic was the centrepiece of Dudley’s 
Churchill Precinct for more than 20 years. It was taken 
down in 1991 after repeated vandal attacks and weather 
damage took their toll. Interest in the piece was renewed 
last month when Dudley North MP Ian Austin launched a 
campaign to get the work restored in time for the 50th 
anniversary of Churchill’s death in 2015. 

But Dudley Council, which has stored the work since it 
was taken down, have revealed only eight of the original 17 
stained-glass panels are held in storage. 

And the main panel, which featured a representation of 
Mr Churchill, are among those which are not held in the 
archive. The authority, which does not own the mosaic, is 
contacting Churchill Precinct owners London and Cam¬ 
bridge Properties to see if they have any more of the mosaic 
in storage. 

Contractors who removed the piece 20 years ago are also 
being consulted to confirm what happened to the other 
pieces. It is thought some simply did not survive the damage 
suffered back then. Mr Austin said he had asked the council 
for an inventory of which pieces remain. 

Talks with glass experts will then be held to decide what 
to do next - with one possibility being to recreate the 
missing panels. Mr Austin said: “There is still a lot of work 
to be done and I am waiting to hear from the council about 
the pieces we have.” 

Local canals are the 
theme for exhibition 

AN EXHIBITION featuring the work of four acclaimed 
artists will be staged at a Dudley attraction. 

All four are members of the Royal Birmingham Society of 
Artists and their work will be displayed at Wordsley’s Red 
House Glass Cone until May 26. 

The exhibition, called The Black Country Seen, will 
feature paintings, ceramic sculptures, litho prints and 
experimental prints. 

The artists - Brian Fletcher, Paul Hipkiss, Tom Millard 
and Peter Shread - are all from Stourbridge and have used 
the town’s canals as a starting point for their pieces. The 
Red House Glass Cone itself is featured in one of the litho 
prints. 

Councillor Tracy Wood, said it would be a beautiful exhi¬ 
bition. “The four artists have taken the same theme of our 
Black Country canals and produced a whole range of varied 
work,” she said.

Miss Sarah Allen, defend¬ 
ing, said Paterson had been 
diagnosed with depression 
in 2005. She said: “He 
knows that it was a serious 
breach of trust.”

IT was roughly three years ago when 
I first encountered Blackbeard’s Tea 
Party in the basement of a cinema in 
York, they were supporting a great 
Yorkshire duo called the Hut People 
and, even though they were a little 
depleted on numbers they still 
managed to put on a great show.

Dramatic series draws 
to a great conclusion 


S o, have you figured out whodunit 
yet? Usually, the resolution of a 
whodunit is guessable, especially 
one that has lasted several weeks in 
which each suspect has been examined 
and dismissed (or otherwise) throughout 
the run.

But not Broadchurch - it’s been a 
different breed altogether, and thank 
goodness for that. Too many dramas 
these days have been made to appeal to 
viewers with short attention spans; 
they’re smart, snappy and scenes last 
about 30 seconds. 

However, this eight-part series from 
acclaimed writer Chris Chibnall has been 
a slow-burner, with the patience of 
audience members rewarded with one of 
the most gripping plots we’ve seen in a 
long while. 

So far we’ve learned that Danny 
Latimer has been murdered and that 
most of the people in the town of 
Broadchurch, where he lived, have 


something to hide and so could, possibly, 
have bumped him off in an attempt to 
keep their secret under wraps for ever. 

And that’s about it really - although 
we’re just as keen to find out what’s 
really wrong with Dl Alec Hardy, the 
detective in charge of the case, as we 
are the identity of the killer. 

But no matter how intriguing the 
storyline, the programme just wouldn’t be 
worth tuning in for if it wasn’t for the 
acting, which has been of a uniformly 
high standard. At the centre of it all is 
Jodie Whittaker as Beth, Danny’s grief- 
stricken mother. 

The 30-year-old Huddersfield-born 
actress is making a habit of playing 
young mums - in BBC Two’s Royal 
Wedding, she was a woman who’d had 
a baby at 15, and she’s in the same 
situation here. 

No doubt her next role will be very 
different, but there’s no denying she’s the 
heart and soul of this series. And what’s 
particularly interesting is that during 
filming, neither she nor the rest of the 
cast knew who the killer was. 

“I only got the first episode for the 
audition and I found that quite nerve- 
wracking, not knowing where it was 


going,” she says. “But that’s a really great 
thing to do because it keeps you anxious 
the whole way through. It keeps you 
guessing and makes you not trust any of 
the other characters; which you wouldn’t 
do in that environment. 

“That first episode was heart-breaking 
to read, but you met so many interesting 
characters. When I came on board, 

David Tennant, Olivia Colman, Vicky 
McClure and Andrew Buchan were 
already attached. Every week, new 
names were signed to it which was really 
exciting to think you would be working 
with them on an ensemble piece. 

“Not a lot of dramas are ensemble and 
there are about 20 of us.” 

But it hasn’t just been the human cast 
that Jodie has enjoyed being around - 
the Dorset scenery has almost been a 
character itself. 

“I always enjoy filming on location as 
there is that feeling that you can be in it 
the whole time; you are staying away, 
you don’t have to deal with normal life 
when you get home from work, so it’s 
been a great experience.” 

It’s been great watching it too - here’s 
hoping the last episode lives up to 
expectations.

Turn over 
a new Leaf 
with latest 
all-electric 

THE next generation of Nissan’s all-electric 
Leaf has arrived - and for the first time, buyers 
can lease batteries for the 100 per cent elec¬ 
tric car and choose one of three trim levels. 

A new pricing structure has been introduced to reflect the 
three trim levels and the battery-leasing options now avail¬ 
able - but things are far from complicated. Cars bought with 
leased batteries will be known as ‘Flex’ models and buyers 
will be able to get behind the wheel of an entry-level Visia 
Leaf on that basis for £15,990 (after receipt of the Govern¬ 
ment’s £5,000 plug-in grant). 

The separate battery lease payment ranges from just £70 
per month depending on the length of the contract and 
mileage covered. 

The highest price anyone will pay for a Leaf is £25,490 
(again, after receipt of the grant). This will be for a top-of- 
the-range Tekna Leaf, with the battery bought outright. 

The new Leaf features more than 100 improvements over 
its predecessor - many of which were made as a result of 
feedback from Nissan’s active community of Leaf owners. 

Most notably, the car’s range has been extended from 109 
miles to 124 miles. And its battery is capable of recharging 
in about half the time of the first-generation Leaf. 

The longer range has been achieved by improving the 
Leafs aerodynamics and its regenerative braking system 
and a more efficient E-powertrain. The real world range has 
also been improved with the introduction of a new heating 
system which is 70 per cent more efficient through the use 
of a heat pump in the system. 

Unique 

But that’s far from the whole story. New interior trim, the 
addition of Nissan’s Around View Monitor technology and 
new suspension settings specifically tailored for European 
roads build on the Leafs unique driving experience. 

The three trim levels available to UK buyers are Visia, 
Acenta and Tekna. All models have increased boot space 
because of the relocation of the charging point and an 
enhanced interior trim. There is a height-adjust facility on 
both front seats and more foot space for passengers. 

At the top of the range, Tekna features a Bose energy-effi¬ 
cient sound system with a subwoofer and seven speakers. In 
addition, there are 17in alloys and LED headlamps. 

Whichever route buyers choose to Leaf ownership, peace 
of mind is assured with Nissan’s enhanced battery war¬ 
ranty. The warranty on the previous-generation Leafs 
battery covered it against defective materials or workman¬ 
ship for five years. The extended warranty also protects 
against capacity loss, with a commitment to repair or 
replace a battery which falls short of what might reasonably 
be expected. 

Nissan’s announcement of a new era for emission-free 
motoring continues to drive the electric revolution forward. 
Owning an electric car has never been more appealing. 
Some of the benefits are well-known, such as the lack of 
Vehicle Excise Duty and exemption from the London con¬ 
gestion charge, but it’s becoming easier to charge up a 
Nissan Leaf on the move with more public charging points 
opening all the time. And of course, the cost of a full battery 
charge is a fraction of the price of a tank of petrol. 

Jim Wright, managing director ofNissanMotor (GB) Ltd, 
said: “We are very proud of the new Nissan Leaf, which 
underlines our commitment to the future of electric motor¬ 
ing. 

“With more than 100 improvements over the outgoing 
model, it really does mark the next stage in the electric 
motoring revolution. Built at our record-breaking Sunder¬ 
land plant for British drivers using British roads, we’re 
looking forward to it becoming our next home-grown 
success story.”

Tributes after death of 'Mr Albion' 


FORMER Baggies boss Ron 
Atkinson has led the tributes to 
Dave Matthews following the 
death of the man who was 
labelled “Mr Albion”. 

Matthews died suddenly at 
his Halesowen home on Sunday 
night at the age of 67. 

The kitman was a veteran of 
more than 2,000 games, 
working with 24 different man¬ 
agers or head coaches through 
the triumphs and disappoint¬ 
ments of a 50-year devotion to 
the club.

“I only spoke to him last week 
about doing a foreword for a 
book he was planning and he 
was in good spirits. Albion never 
had a finer servant.” 

Smethwick-born Matthews 
grew up within sight of The 


Hawthorns and, as a Baggies 
fan, recalled watching from his 
home as the stadium’s flood¬ 
lights were erected. 

As a 15-year-old school- 
leaver, he applied for a job on the 
groundstaff and was offered the 
chance to assist the kitman until 
a suitable position became avail¬ 
able. Half a century later he was 
still in the kit room and woven 
into the fabric of Hawthorns 
life. 

Legendary striker Cyrille 
Regis said: “Dave was a dedi¬ 


cated servant of Albion. Not 
many people spend 50 years in 
the same job, but Dave loved the 
club. 

“It is amazing to think of the 
amount of emotion Dave must 
have gone through over the 
years, from winning cups to 
being relegated and all the trials 
and tribulations of the team.” 

He added: “In many ways 
Dave was ‘Mr Albion’. And he 
was an awesome man. He had 
complete integrity and was 
respected by everyone.” 


BOSS WARNS OVER 
HIGH-PRICE STARS 


STEVE CLARKE has warned off Premier 
League rivals looking at Albion’s stars, 
saying: “They will cost you a fortune.” 

The Baggies boss insists he has no plans to sell any of his 
leading players this summer - and is already targeting 
three or four new faces. He warned would-be buyers to 
look elsewhere for new recruits, insisting they will not 
prise players out of The Hawthorns in cut-price deals. 


“They aren’t going to be 
cheap,” said the Scot. 

“I don’t think anyone 
would be wise to come in for 
any of our players because 
they will cost a fortune.”

“In an ideal world we’d 
get early signings,” he said. 

“But the early signing last 
summer was Ben Foster and 
the others came in over the 
course of pre-season.

“It’s difficult to speculate 
on numbers because you 
don’t know how many clubs 
are going to try and take 
some of your players. 

“That can happen. It’s

would be enough - but 
things can change.” 

Clarke expects his squad 
to be bolstered in pre-season 
training by the return of 
young midfielder George 
Thorne and veteran 
wideman Zoltan Gera.
